DIRECTIONS FOR FORCING BULBS 

In the early fall, plant the bulbs in an or¬ 
dinary clay flower pot with a drainage hole 
in the bottom. Water well, then bury pot and 
all outdoors, from 1 to 2 feet deep, and cover 
it with ashes, soil, leaves or straw. Straw is 
best. By next February or early March, the 
bulbs will have put out roots and you can dig 
up pot and all and bring indoors. They will 
bloom then right away. 

If you use the fancy pots without drain¬ 
age holes, put in plenty of peat moss and 
then you can either bury them outdoors or 
keep them in a cool dark place such as fruit 
cellar, if you have one, but don't expose them 
to full house temperature until buds develop.

Take^oare in planting fall bulbs to see that they have every chance of success and 
play their full part in beautifying the garden. The above Bulb Planting Depth Chart 
will show you the depth and distance apart to plant bulbs. . If the ground has been 
newly spaded, and is quite loose, the depths should be increased an inch or so to allow’ 
for setting, and because of the increased effect of frost heaving on newly turned soil. 
Also, late planted bulbs which have no opportunity to make roots before the soil 
freezes, may be set a little deeper to protect them from frost action.

Mrs. Field’s Short Cure 
for Winter Meat 

1 gallon water 1 cup sugar 

2 lbs. Tenderquick Pepper to taste 

Make brine solution in the above pro¬ 
portions. Pack meat in jar or crock and 
cover the‘ meat with the brine solution. 
Leave it in two days to two weeks, de¬ 
pending on size of pieces. When done, 
take it out, wipe dry and keep in dry, cool 
place until you eat it. If wanted for sum¬ 
mer use, hang it up and smoke it in the 
usual way or treat it with liquid smoke. 
This is good for all kinds of meat.

I still like to- get letters from all you customers. Mine is a 
friendly business and the better I get to know my customers, 
the better I can help out with their garden and farm problems. 

In the March issue of Seed Sense, I asked that all of you who 
had been customers for 30 years or more to write me and tell 
me so. Well, I got literally hundreds of letters from friends 
who have been with me clear up to 45 years. I think that’s 
quite an achievement and am proud of it, and I thank all of 
you who wrote me. 

So all of you, regardless of whether you have been a cus¬ 
tomer for 4 months or 40 years, keep on sending me letters. 
It’s a real pleasure to hear from you. My advice is free, if 
you want it, and I’m always happy to pass it on to others if it 
will help in any way. 

How I Ship to You 

There are a few customers each year who write in and want 
to know when their order is going to come, or to say that part 
of the shipnfent is missing. Sometimes, naturally, we make 
a mistake, but not very often. What usually happens is that 
the order is split up and shipped according to when it should 
be planted. We fill orders when our stock is in best condition 
and at the proper planting time. Garden seeds and non- 
perishable goods are sent out immediately. Perennials, vege¬ 
table plants, house plants, evergreens, pansies, strawberries 
and bulbs come in separate packages, even when sent out the 
same day as the rest of your order. Other plants and nursery 
stock are shipped in separate packages, too, so you may receive 
several shipments on one order. Heavy seeds are shipped by 
freight. 

So don’t worry about your order if it doesn’t come all in one 
package. Look over the papers inside the order. They’ll tell 
you all about it. We always try to send good stock, on time, 
and at a fair price. That’s been my policy for years. 

Grow Your Own Strawberries 

One thing I like about Strawberries is that anyone can grow 
them, anywhere. They are not only the best fruit grown, but 
the only fruit that can be grown anywhere and everywhere— 
just so you have a little patch of dirt that will grow potatoes 
or onions or radishes. And how good they are. 

A man right here in our office is a fair example. He’s a 
town man on a small town lot, not an expert gardener. He 
bought 50 plants of our Field’s Giant strawberries last year 
and set them on a little patch 12 ft. square—half a square rod. 
Gave them good average back-yard care. 

This summer, off of that little patch, he picked 72 quarts 
of the finest berries he ever saw. Far better than he could 
have bought at 50c a qt. in the stores. He said he was sure 
that with the small lots that were picked besides he had easily 
75 qts. Figure that up. Even at 40c he had $30.00 worth of

Why Fall Planting Is Best 

Every year I talk more and more about fall planting. Now, 
even the experiment stations are recommending it. There are 
lots of good reasons for it, and I want to give you a few. 

(1) Plants get six months head start. The roots of fall planted 
stock g row all six months and become established. 

(2) Stand up better. Because they’re established, the plants can 
take the first hot, dry summer weather better. 

(3) Bloom first spring. Fall planted plants are sure to bloom in 
the spring. 

(4) People can usually put in a better garden. Because most peo¬ 
ple are busier in the spring than in fall, they don’t put in 
near as many plants as they would like. In the fall you 
can do more^and better planting. 

As I say, these are only a few reasons for fail planting. The 
best way to find out what fall planting tian do is to try it out 
yourself and see just how successful it is.

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Plant Lawns Early in Fall 

The best time of year to plant new 
lawns or remake thin spots is in early 
fall, during September. The big advan¬ 
tage in fall sowing is that the gra/s seeds 
germinate at a period when most of the 
weed seeds are dormant, $nd therefore, 
the lawn in the spring will be heavy and 
almost weedless. To get a good, healthy, 
perfect lawn, just follow these four steps. 

(1) Spade ground deeply and thor¬ 
oughly to about 6 inches. 

(2) Work in a good commercial fertil¬ 
izer, or sheepolizer. 

(3) Use only a good lawn seed mix¬ 
ture.

Tips on Mulching . 

There’s no difference in the way things 
should be planted in the fall than in the 
spring, except that in the fall the plants 
should always be mulched. Mulching pre¬ 
vents the continual freezing and thawing 
that causes the ground to heave up the 
plants. Make your mulch of straw and 
leaves or lawn clippings. Leaves alone 
should not be used as they are apt to mat 
and smother the plants. 

Shrubs, roses, grapes, etc. should be 
hilled up with mounds of dirt 8 to 18 
inches high, depending on the kind of 
plant, and then mulched. Other nursery 
stock should be mulched well with straw 
and leaves or manure and the manure 
worked into the ground next spring.
